2. A general pass in the form preseribad (Appendix A) « 

- for each steamer under the siguature of the Qollector of Custa 
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It sball be terminable on the 3lst of July in each year, and shall be revewabl- 
by endorsement on application to the Collector of Customs. It shall be stated 
on the face of every general pass whether it is valid, 

(a) For certain specified ports only ; 

(6) For all ports throughout certain presidencies ; or 

4c) For all customs ports throughout India. 


The pass shall rerftain in charge of the commander or other responsible 
officer of the vessel for which it is granted. It shall be kept posted up in 
conspicuous place on board, and stall be shown to any custums officer on 
demand.

of the Congo, and the Governor-General in Council has been pleased to direct the publica- 
tion of the Order, the Lieutenant-Governor directs the publication of the Order-in-Council 
in the Calcutta Gazette for the information and guidance of the Magistrates within the

such Order, and may render the operation thereof subject to such conditions and qualifica- 
tions, if any, as may be deemed expedient: 

And whereas it has been made to appear to Her Majesty that due facilities will be given 
for recovering and apprehending seamen who desert from British merchaut ships in the 
territories of the Indeweydent State of the Congo: 

Now, therefore, Her Majesty, by virtue of the power vested in Her by the said 
" Foreign Deserters Act, 1852,” and by and with the advice of Her Privy Council, is pleased 
to order and declare, and it is hereby ordered and declared, that from and after the publica- 
tion hereof in the London Gazette, seamen, not being slaves and not being British subjects, 
who within Her Majesty's donjinions desert from merchant ships belonging to citizens of 
the Independent State of the Congo, shall be liable to be apprehended and carried on board 
their respective ships: Provided always that if any such deserter has committed any crime 
in Her Majesty’s dominions, he may be detained till he has been tried by a competent court 
aud until his sentence, if any, has been carried into effect. 

And the Secretary of State for the Home Department, the Secretary of Stare for the 
Colonies, and the Secretary of State for India in Council, are to give the necessary directions 
herein accordingly.

Any person desiring to obtain a supply bill should send to the Bank of Bengal, 
Calcutta, a written application containing the following information—(1) his own name and 
address ; (2) the name of the person to whom payment is to be made; (3) the treasury 
on which the bill is to be granted ; and (4) the smount for which the bill is to be granted. 
With ths application the cost of the bill (the amount plus the premium) should be paid 
into the Bank. 1f payment by telegram is desired (but this is admjssible only in cases 
in which the name of the payee has been previously registered in ,he’Aocountant-General’s 
office), the fact should be stated in the application, and an additional rupee paid with the cost. 

The Bank of Bengal will, if the amount i available at the treasury named, receive the 
money tendered, and gravt a receipt, returning the «pplication therewith. The receipt and 
the application should then be sent to the Accountant-General’s office, by which the bill 
will be granted. % 

The Bank of Bengal will be advised by the Accountant-General on the Ist and 16th 
of each month of the amounts available at the several treasuries, and will receive the 
amounts tendered by the first comers till those amounts are exhausted. 

1f the Bank refuses to receive any sum tendered owing to the amount not being avail- 
able at the treasury, the application will be retained by the Bank and forwarded by it to the 4 
Accountant-General, who will advise the Bank and the applicant if the amount can be made
